How  to  Have  a  Fine  Smooth  Lawn 

EARLY  spring  and  late  summer  are  the  best  times  to  make  a  lawn.  As  soon  as  the  soil  is 
dry,  dig  it  thoroughly  at  least  6  inches  deep,  fertilizing  with  our  special  Lawn  Fertilizer  in 
order  to  do  away  with  the  nuisance  of  weeds,  the  seeds  of  which  abound  in  animal  manures. 
Make  the  earth  very  fine  by  breaking  up  all  lumps  and  raking  it  thoroughly  soft  and  fine. 
I  hen  choose  a  day  when  a  light  rain  is  falling  or  about  to  fall,  and  scatter  Plainfield  Grass  Seed 
at  tlie  rate  of  1  pound  (about  2  quarts)  to  each  400  square  feet.  It  is  necessary  to  sow  it  very 
evenly,  of  course,  so  there  should  be  no  wind,  and  a  wide  swinging  motion  of  the  arm  should  be 
used  to  distribute  it  regularly  over  the  surface.  Rake  the  ground  lightly  Rafter  sowing,  and  roll 
it;  and  it  it  should  not  rain,  see  that  it  is  kept  moist  until  the  grass  has  covered  the  ground.  It 
is  latal  to  water  until  the  seed  comes  up  and  then  stop;  the  fine  tender  grass  simply  burns  up  if 
the  weather  is  hot.  As  soon  as  the  grass  is  2  inches  high,  begin  mowing  it.  [A  roller  should  be 
used  alter  sowing  if  possible,  and  it  will  be  advantageous  to  roll  the  grass  several  times  during 
the  season  to  insure  an  even,  flat  surface.  When  autumn  comes,  give  a  good  dressing  of  bone- 
meal,  and  early  the  next  spring  apply  our  Lawn  Grass  Fertilizer  according  to  directions.
